(?)—Engineers believed tonight they 
had better than even chances of sav- 
ing the reservoir dam at Table Rock 
Cove, threatened with a break since a 
leak was discovered around the flood 
valve pipe last night. 

They had opened a second outflow 
pipe, the 36-inch conduit by which 
water was to be carried from, the res- 
ervoir to the waterworks system at 
Greenville and this was made to empty 
its jet into a South Saluda crees 
about a mile below the dam. 

Colonel J. L. Ludlow, builder of 
the dam, after an inspection on his 
arrival from Winston-Salem, N. C.. 
late today, declared - “the chances of 
saving the dam ere fifty-fifty, but 4 
think it will average & little better 
than that.” 

Continues Sloughing. 

Water in the lake receded 
inches in about six hours after the 
flood gate was opened this morning, 
bringing the level in the reservoir at 
about 115 feet. The tremendous pres- 
sure of the water caused the outside 
of the dam to continue sloughing at 
the base. The dam is built in tiers 
and three of these had sloughed away 
from the base tonight. Fissures 10 
the crown of the dam which is above 
the water line increased in size and 
extended from the top down to the 
sloughing point. One portion of the 
crown sank four feet but still was 
several feet above the water in the 
og engineers of the United States 
geodetic survey were here from Ashe- 
ville to investigate the dam at the 
request of Congressman John J. Mc- 
Swain, of South Carolina, who tele- 
phoned from Washington.

London, May 5.--Events in Ru- 
mania within 24 hours are expected 
by Prince Carol ‘of that country to 
bring about his re-entrance into the 
political ring to deliver a “knockout 
blow, according to an interview pub- 
lished by the Sunday Express and 
copyrighted throughout the -rorld. 

From other sources it is learned 
that an airplane has been hired on he- 
half of the prince and is being kept 
in readiness at Croydon for bis re- 
turn to his home country. 

The prince's hopes, it is learned, are 
based upon a congress of the peasant 
party which will be held at Aiba 
Julian, Rumania, Sunday, with the 
avowed purpose of overijrowing the 
Bratiano regime. 

More than 200,000 persons, many 
of them armed, are proceeding to this 
town, according to indirect dispatches, 

The prinee, in the interview at his 
retreat in Godstone, Surrey, which, 
according to the Express, he wrote, 
edited and signed, dealth in hitits 
and Indirect attacks on the preseat 
government, but declined precise in- 
formation as to his plans,

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‘Rocket Plane 
Will Seek Roof 
Ot World’s Air 


_ - 


Kassel, Germany, Mav 5.—(*)— 
|'The Rocket propeller airplane is not 
going to Mars or other sidereal des- 
tination, but only to the roof of this 
world’s atmosphere. If it gets back 
safely a more powerful one will be 
constructed for a trip to America, 
which its designers figure can be 
made in four hours. 

The Opel works, which is planning 
the experiment and has engaged Aton 
Raab, German war flier, to act as 
pilot of the airplane, says that it will 
be propelled by the Valiers-Sanders 
system of rocket propulsion which 
‘should carry it well above an altitude 
of 26,000 feet. The plane will weigh 
550 pounds, It will be equipped with 
a battery of rockets of 100 horsepow- 
er and less which will be served by 
the pilot during the flight, also with 
oxygen containers and masks, 

Plane to Take Off. 

The plane will not be shot into 
space, but will take off at an initial 
speed of 27 miles an hour which will 
later be increased to 248 miles an 
hour.” It would ascend to an. altitude 
of 33.000 feet on the assumption that 
scientifie calenlations are correct that 
beyond 26.500 feet fogs and storms 
do not exist and blue skies and mild 
eastern winds prevail. 

No attempt will be made to pene- 
trate beyond the earth's atmospheric 
strata where, it is feared, is a eold 
void in which living being would be 
unable to exist, 

After carrying ont meteorological 
observations the pilot will effect a 
parachute landing, another parachute 
carrying the plane earthward. 

It is planned in the event of the 
experiment being successful to con- 
struct a similar plane guaranteeing a 
speed of 620 miles an hour with which 
it would be possible, the designers 
think, to fly to America in a few 
hours by ascending to a great alti- 
tude, then covering the distance in a

cus, is in bad health, having sustain-

Following his arrest this afternoon 
he told newspapermen that he had 
surrendered all of bis property to the 
liquidating agent for the bank before 
leaving Savannah and that he had 
vot been actively G@onnected with the 
institution since 1924, when he re- 
linquishéed management of the insti- 
tution because of ill health.

of the fact that it is only 38 years 
old and was constructed at a cost of 
$1,000,000. To duplicate the present 
building at present costs would require 
an outlay of at least $3,000,000. 

The committee of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades is eomposed of 
Jerome Jones, Emmett L. Quinn, J. 
Sid Tiller and A. S. Nance. The date 
of the general state-wide meeting to 
be held to form definite plans of ac- 
tion will be announced later by this 
committee.

Several weeks ago it was an- 
announced on the floor of city coun- 
cil that plans were in progress for 
the referendum on the primary bal- 
lot, but Saturday it was learned that 
this plan has been abandoned and 
that the referendum will be placed on 
the ballot of the general election. 

City officials for the past several 
months have realized that some plan 
to raise additional funds for opera- 
tion of the schools is essential. The 
suggestion was made that appraisals 
be increased, but this was met with 
a storm of protest since state and 
county taxes are based on 70 per cent 
of appraisals placed on property by 
the city. It was held that such a 
move would be to force a levy of 11.9 
mills in order for the city to get seven 
mills for the schools. 

The finance committee at its ses- 
sion in January when the January 
finance sheet was made up cut munl- 
cipal improvements to the bone and 
used the pruning knife on every ap- 
propriation in order to get enough 
money to actually operate the schools 
on which was termed a retrenchment 

licy. 

At that time, members of the 
finance committee pointed out that 
the drain on the city treasury amount- 
ed to about 46 per cent of the city’s 
revenue, This they held was so much 
that other improvements could not 
be prosecuted commensurate with the 
development and prosperity of the 
city, and they warned that some ac- 
tion must be taken. 

The decision to place the referen- 
dum on the ballot is to relieve what 
has been termed a serious situation 
likely to cramp the city’s growth and 
to preyent improvements, It is esti- 
mated that the seven-mill. tax would 
raise about $1.000.000. None of the 
special tax could be diverted from the 
schools, in accordance with the pres- 
ent plan.

More than 18,000,000 spindles are 
busy turning out enormous quantities 


of textiles in the cotton-growing states 
of the south, surpassing the activities 
of mills in New England and other 
noncotton-growing states, according to 
statistics released recently. 

Where the south started in 1880 
with less than a million spindles as 


compared to the ten million of the 
other states, the steady movement of 
the cotton textile mills to the south 
has gradually changed the equation 
until teday the cotton-growing states 
lead in’ the number of spindles in use, 
topping the otber states by an ever- 
increasing margin. 
Georgia Leads South. 

Georgia, in line with this forward 
movement of the industry in the south? 
led all other southern states in the 
number of spindles installed during 
1927. Georgia installed 180,688 last 
year, the nearest competitor being 
North Carolina, with 116,324 spindles, 

In cotton. consumption the figures 
show that the south has more than 
doubled the running bales taken by 
states other than  cotton-growihg 
states, the south jumping to nearly 
five and a half million bales in 1927 
as compared with the two million bales 
of the other states. 

Where one textile mill formerly op- 
erated in Georgia and other southern 
states, dozens of others have been 
established and large mill villages have 
sprung up over night. 

In keeping with the progress of the 
industry the wage and hour scales 
of the textile mill laborers have been 
bettered, according to the United 
States bureau of labor. Statisti@ 
gathered by the bureau give the fol- 
lowing index numbers for the indus- 
try:

“There has certainly been no change 
in the prospective earnings of busi- 
ness to provide support for recent ad- 
vances, And the market has unques- 
tionably much more than discounted 
any probable immediate decline in the 
long-term rate of interest. It is in- 
deed a proper function of security 
markets to discount the future when 
values are being boosted upon the 
treacherous foundation of increasing 
supplies of credit secured at advancing 
rates. 

“It is a reasonable assumption that 
it is never wise to depart far on bor- 
rowed money from the safe haven of 
conservative capitalism as wel! as as- 
sured earnings. A stock, shal we say 
Radio, may pay huge dividends some 
years hence. That does not make it a 
good purchase on borrowed money at 
the ctirrent price. 

Banks Partly Responsible. 

“The present security market ex- 
hibits all of the familiar earmarks of 
inflation and the symptoius of a spec- 
ulative craze. It presents a situation 
altogether analogous with that in com- 
modity markets throughout the world 
during the debacle in the spring of 
1920 and not unlike the Florida land 
boom of more recent memory. In each 
instance is to be >bserved the same 
growing eagerness to buy among the 
widening circles stimulated rather 
than checked by advancing prices and 
wholly gblivious to adances in tend- 
ing rates, always providing that in- 
creasing supplies of credit are some- 
how made available.” 

Pointing out that when a security 
market is found to be absorbing con- 
stantly increasing amounts of bank 
credit at rising rates, the riarket, he 
says, is unquestionably under the 
controlling influence of r demand that 
rests upon no solid foundation of in- 
telligent foresight. He points out that

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MODELED ON FLIGHT OF GULLS, RISES 50 FEET 


Dies Testing New Plane 


New York, May 5.—(#)—The name] 


of Leonard W. Bonney, 53, air pio- 
neer, has been added to the list of 
those who have lost their lives in the 
promotion of aviation. 

He was killed at Curtiss field yes- 
terday when his plane, modeled after a 
sea gull, fell 50 feet on its first real 
test flight, throwing Bonney out and 
breaking his neck. 

The plane, which he had named the 
Bonney Gull, was the product of 
months of study of gulls that Bonney 
captured in the Long Island marshes 
near Mastic. He had spent $100,- 
000 in building it. 

“Either I’ve got something here, 
or I’m another nut,”’ he said before 
he took off, refusing, the offer of 
younger fliers to test his plane for 
him. 

The plane had curved wings, simi- 
lar to those of a gull, and pinions in 
flace of ailerons, which added to its 
bird-like appearance, the fuselage of 
the machine was what he called “a 
true copy of my martyred gulls.” 

The outstanding feature of the plane 
was the movable wings which its in- 
ventor hoped would enable it to take- 
off and land on “a field the size of

gulls, Bonney noticed how they lifted

their wings at an agle when taking 
off in flight and braced them against 
the air in landing. By an elaborate 
hydraulic apparatus he believed he, 
could approximate the bird’s action 
with the wings of his plane. 

Bonney, born at Wellington, Ohio, 
entered the flying school of the Wright 
brothers at Dayton in 1910. In 1915 
he flew in Mexico for President Car- 
ranza against Pancho Villa’s bands. 

Turned down by the military serv- 
ices during the world war because of 
his age, he continued as a commercial 
pilot and instructor until bis retire- 
ment six years ago. 

Other aviators. were skeptical of tie 
plans he finally designed, but respect- 
ed his long experience a@d aeronauti- 
cal knowledge. The Guggenheim 


of Technonogy aided him. 

On his first test of the machine last 
October it got five feet off the ground 
and then dropped, breaking its under- 
iage. 

In the fatal flight it rose quickly 
and attained an altitude of 50 feet 
to clear the trees at the edge of 
the field before it was seen to waver 
and then dive. It had traveled about 
The plane was wrecked.

Hamm Sets Record as Tech Wins Meet 


Georgia Bows 


To Jackets 
By 80 to 46 


100 and 220-Yard

A white clad form traveling at 
antelope speed galloped down the broad 
jump runway at Grant field Saturday 
afternoon; a fleeting second and the 
human antelope had been metamor- 
phosed into a human bullfrog as its 
stocky body was sent hurtling through 
the spring air; a few moments later 
the clarion call of the official an- 
nouncer told the sport world that Ed- 
ward Hamm, Tech broad jumper ex- 
traordinary, had Cleared 25 feet and 
one-quarter inch, had eclipsed his pre- 


vious sensational mark of 24 feet 11 
and three-quarter inches and had set 
a Tech record that, unless broken by 
this great leaper, will probably be 
a mirage for Jacket jumpers for many 
years to come. That mighty feat by 
the man who will in all probability 
carry the white and yellow of Tech 
into international competition at the 
coming Olympic games in Paris was 
the big thrill of several dramatic 
events that marked the 80-to-46 victory 
scored by the Tech track team over 
the Georgia cinder path artists in the 
annual dual meet between these an- 
cient rivals. 

A leap of 25 feet and one-quarter 
inch would seem to be enough honor 
for one individual to amass during 
one afternoon’ of competitive sport. 
But.this Hamm is a rather ambitious 
artist. So much so that he must add 
further glory to the house of Hamm by 
setting a Tech record of 21:2 in the 
220-yard dash, which feat enabled him 
to. take first place, and to cop the 
premier place in the 100-yard dash by 
galloping that distance in 10 seconds 
flat. Taking it all in all, it was a 
great afternoon for Mr. Hamm.

This assertion was made by Mr. 
Lyster earlier in the week, when he 
visited the city to close the contract 
for the National Garages to operate 
the parking unit that will be erected 
as an anuex to the Glenn office build- 
ing, on the corner of Marietta and 
Spring streets. It is to downtown 
parking garages that one must lpok 
in the near future for a solution to 
this phase of the traffic congestion 
problem. 

To Cost $250,000. 


According to C. F. Palmer, presi- 
dent of Palmer, Inc., to which the 
Glenn office building belongs, the 
parking unit will have nine levels for 
parking automobiles, with 4 capacity 
for about 250 cars. It will represent 
an investment of approximately $250,- 
000, and will be owned by a special 


corporation, known .as the Sixty-six 


Spring Street corporation. The garage 
will be of reinforced con¢rete con- 
struction with limestone finish to 
match the Glenn building exterior. 
The construction contract was let last 
Monday to the Carr Construction 
company, with erection of the. build- 
ing to start at once and completion 
scheduled for October 1.

Remember 
that when you have once chosen a 
leader, whether you like it or not, her 
utterances and her actions are regard- 
ae] as committing, reflecting you. If 
your leader or chairman fails to show 
poise, fails to grasp the conditions con- 
fronting the community, the state or 
the pation in her field of activity, 
she is still you rrepresentative and you 
suffer for her faults just as you gain 
if she shows poise, discrimination and 
courage in her leadership. We are 
still so constantly being asked by 
organizations and enterprises to in- 
dorse every sort of work that letters 
must be answered very carefully, as 
it is our plan to adhere to our own 
important work although we have al- 
ways cooperated where it is desirable 
to do so.

Following is the splendid and in- 
spiring address given by Mrs. Alfred 
Brosseau, president general of D. A. 


R., which was an outstanding feature 
of the national D. A. R. congress 
held in Washington, D. C., in April: 

April—Sunsbine and springtime. A new 
world reawakened to the beauties and de- 
lights of nature. The hope that springs 
eternal prompis. all humankind to look 
ferward to greater accomplishments—to 
yet finer attainments. The havoc wrought 
by flood and fire and water during the 
past year has not been forgotten, but 
crisis here been met with the same 
eourage that Sas ever..marked the daunt- 
fess spirit of America. When dark. rush- 
ing watera covered the fields of the fair 
enuthiand, the entire country sorrowed with 
the strick®n inhabitants. When the val- 
leys of New England became inundated, 
the seuth forgot its own misery in its 
sympathetic understanding of the northern 
desolation. The tie that binds the peoples 
of our great nation together must needs 
be strong. for when misfortune lays its 
hand upon any one area the burden im- 
mediately resolves itself into a common 
cause. So intricate has become the net- 
work of our national life with its Inter- 
locking tmterests spreading from coast to 
coast, that one dare not deny the inter- 
dependence of sectional groups. 

While the colonists were giving their 
lives to the cause of freedom, the Spanish 
priests were making the same heroic sac- 
rifiees in order that they might estab- 
lish their chain of missions along ‘the 
Pacific and Christianze the savage Indians.

The need of an organized 
program for the months of June, July 
and August is as pressing a problem 
as ever confronted the modern 
mother or father. It is almost an in- 
credible thing to think that . intelli- 
gent people should plan a highly or- 
ganized program of education for 
nine months in the year, then be will- 
ing to give a desultory, disjointed and 
disconnected plan of education for 
the remaining three months of the 
year and expect their children to be 
in good physical, mental and moral 
condition m September. 

It is a strange fact, and one that 
should challenge the mothers and fa- 
thers of our Cities, that the vast ma- 
jority of our children return to school 
in September badly underweight, 
physically run down and without 
mental concentration. The schools 
begin their Campaign for clean teeth, 
clean bodies, better nutrition, better 
hours of sleep and a thoroughly or- 
ganized program, and after nine 
months of hard work, with the school 
and home cooperating, we finally get 
our children up to standard again 
about April 15. Then on June 1 
school is dismissed and our children, 
missing the regular routine of school, 
go backward in nutrition and health 
and come to us again in September in 
a run-down condition. Then again 
we commece our regular program of 
trying to rebuild and reestablish the 
child after the dissipation of the sum- 
mer. Surely some way can be found 
to prevent this loss to the growing, 
developing boy and girl, and some 
method should be devised to keep the 
child up.to standard during the sum- 
mer and bring him back to his school 
months ready for a vigorous year of 
activity and stud. 


To meet the need of summer edu- 
cation many expedients have been 
suggested. Some _ educators. think 
that the schools should run for forty- 
eight weeks in the year, with an 
easier program and shorter hours for 
the summer. Others have suggested 
the daily vacation Bible school with 
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playground work in connection. Many 
students of boyhood and girlhood feel 
that definite jobs found for boys and 
girls in the summer would fill this 
pressing need. Such organizations as 


the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire 
Girls, along with the Y. M. C. A,, 
have tried to plan activities to meet 
the growing needs of boys and girls 
who are out of school. 

One of the best means of mental, 
social, moral and spiritual develop- 
ment for boys and girls from 10 to 
15 has been found in the well-organ- 
ized, well-directed and well-executed 
summer camp program. In times past 
the camp was 
looked upon as 


ated in thickly populated areas, con- 
gested around lake fronts, or in places 
where hundreds and thousands of 
people pass and congregate. This 
type of education has been his for 


nine months in the year. What he 
needs now is a change back to the 
primitive. 

A real camp, in order to have edu- 
cational value must not only be a 
place isolated but it must be a com- 
munity in which every member works 
for the benefit and pleasure of every 
other member. It must be an insti- 
tution where recreation is made and 
not purchased. Movies, paid theatri- 


an institution for 
pure recreation 
and amusement. 
Today the camp 
is an_ institution 
with a highly ed- 
ucational program 
and with educa- 
tional objectives 
equal to the very 
best schools of the 
land. Camp is no 
longer a luxury. 
It is a real neces- 
sity in the life of 
a boy or girl. But 
we must under- 
stand just what 
type of camp will 
give the physical 
stamina, the so- 
cial qualities, the 
moral background 
and the spiritual 
uplift which a boy 
and girl need. 
What is a real 
camp? What is 
the type of camp 
that will meet this 
educational need ? 


In the _ fist 
place, it cannot be 
a summer hotel. 
It should not be a 
place which has 
all of those con- 
veniences and luxuries which have 


made up his everyday life, but it must 
be a place which will supply those 
things which his long primitive educa- 
tion requires. So that if the sum- 
mer camp is to become a great edu- 


- cational factor it should be situated in 


a place isolated from the activities of 
man; it should be where nature gives 
an opportunity to the growing and 
developing boy to take his mind from 
the man-made things of life and place 
it quietly upon the elemental forces 
of nature. Too often camps are situ-

cal entertainments, expensive trips to 
cities and towns, have no place in the 
reguiar camp. The group should be 
required to get up its own entertain- 
ment and to provide for its own de- 
velopment. 

A real camp, with real educational 
value, must be different from a reg- 
ular school. A camp cannot be a 
combination of school and camp. It 
cannot be a place where school sub- 
jects are taught. For nine months 
book learning, book reading, and this 
type of mental training has been the 
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order of the day. Some few books 
for leisure hours, some memory gems 
committed, may serve to keep the 
mind alert and alive, but formal in- 
struction, lectures or tutoring are not 
the type of education which the camp 
should attempt to offer. Observation, 
memory and comparison should be 
the chief mental qualities developed 
in a highly organized, well-developed 
camp. These are possible and proba- 
ble when one is in direct contact with 
nature. The boy or girl who is forced 
at a summer camp to spend hours 
being tutored in Latin, French and 
Spanish is missing the whole educa- 
tional value of the camp. 

Any summer camp to possess real 
educational value must, of course, be 
an institution where health is the par- 
amount consideration, where good 
sleep, regular exercise, well-prepared, 
nutritious food, efficient medical serv- 
ice are the order of the day. Along 
with these there are such physical ac- 
tivities as the hike into the woods, 
the swim, the canoe, the boat, horse- 
back riding and other exercises to 
which primitive man was accus- 
tomed. 

The mental habits of boys and girls 
are wonderfully strengthened by the 
proper kind of camp activities. The 
hike into the woods should open the 
eyes to see as well as exercise the 
limbs in walking. The study of birds, 
the collection of flowers, the search- 
ing for Indian relics, the preparation 
of specimens from insect life, the 
collection of minerals, the study of 
the heavenly bodies will bring an 
alertness to the mind that oftentimes 
the most careful and painstaking at- 
tention to books has never aroused. 

1 cannot close this article without 
calling attention to the marvelous 
opportunity for spiritual development 
winch the boy or girl may receive at 
a summer camp. in the very heart 
of nature, surrounded by those things 
which appeal to the growing, devel- 
oping boy or girl, with a carpet of 
moss at his or her feet and a canopy 
of stars overhead, they cannot but 
think of the Great Creator and Ruler 
of all things. Naturally, quietly their 
minds are led into the contemplation 
of the great spiritual ferces which are 
unseen but about them at all times. 
There is no forced religious program 
ma well organized camp. There can 
be no formal lecturing or preaching 
to bring about the wanted results, but 
by careful guidance, by clean, clear- 
cut example, and by neighborly talks 
around the campfire or in the tent at 
night, the great spiritual lessons are 
impressed upon the growing, develop- 
ing boy or girl, and they returm home 
not only strengthened in body but 
with higher ideals and a conception 
of spiritual life which cannot be for- 
gotten,

ANG tion published the story of 


a Reid Ice Cream company 
holdup and murder in New- 
ark, N. J., for which four 
men were electrocuted in 
one evening. Today is presented the 
stéry of another Reid Ice Cream rob- 
bery and murder. And a much more 
exciting story it is, too, for it in- 
volves one of the bloodiest and most 
desperate prison breaks in the history 
of New York. 

Actually the robbery was only an 
incident in the busy career of the Mc- 
Kenna brothers and their associates. 
But it marked the beginning of the 
end of this gang of metropolitan cut- 
throats. According to the »olice. 
they are now all either in prison or 
various local cemeteries. 

Whether it was a coincidence or 
not one can’t say, but the holdup at 
the Reid plant at 9 West 14 1st street, 
Manhattan, on July 25, 1926, occur- 
red but six days after that murderous 
affair in Newark. Four men 
took part. They climbed the 
stairs to the office on the sec- 
ond floor shortly after 5 p. m. 
When William Peek, the cash- 
ier, looked up, he saw four pis- 
tols aimed at him. 

“Up wit’ ’em!” ordered one 
of the gunmen. Peek obeyed 
without a word. Then, as an- 
other of the robbers walked tc 
the heavy safe which — stooc 
open, the office manager, Les- 
ter Concannon, entered. He 
was driven back and beaten 
with pistol butts until he fel’ 
unconscious. 

The gunmen scooped uf 
$12,000 in cash and checks, 
put the receipts in a tin box 
and started downstairs. In 
passing they each gave Peek 
a tap on the head with their 
guns. 

At the bottom of the stairs 
the robbers encountered Ceci’ 
Linderman, a driver. Linder- 
man had no idea that they . 
were holdup men and made no 
move to halt them. Neverthe- 
less, as one of the men declar- 
ed later, he ‘looked suspici-

The Fight. 

Only one shot was fired; the bul- 
let struck Linderman in the abdomen. 
As he pitched forward, unconscious, 
the quartet jumped into an automo- 


bile at the curb, where a fifth man 
was waiting, and roared south. The 
car sped down Fifth avenue to 122d 
Street, and then turned east. Near 
Third avenue the machine crashed 
into a fire hydrant, injuring a man 
who was talking on the sidewalk with 
friends. 

The five gunmen leaped from the 
damaged car and started on the run 
for various doorways. Three police- 
men started after them. Three of the 
five drew automatic pistols and fired 
at their pursuers. Pedestrians fled 
wildly for shelter. When the smoke 
of battle subsided, four of the five 
had escaped. 

The fifth, captured in one of the 
doorways, said he was Peter Powers, 
34. The officers found on him two 
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fully loaded pistols and $600 in Reid 
company cash and checks. 


In Subsequent days Linderman, the 
injured driver, hovered between life 
and death. 

The.police in their investigation ar- 
rived at certain conclusions regarding 
the other members of the gang, with 
the result that on the afternoon of 
July 30, when Mike McKenna came 
to report to the parole board, detec- 
tives were waiting to receive him. 

Mike, red-haired like his brother 
John (Red) McKenna, had been put 
out of prison only twenty days. His 


brother, a gunman Wilf a wg Crim- 
inal record, had just recently been ar- 
rested in another $12,000 holdup. 
This was the first of Mike’s required 
visits to the parole board. As he en- 
tered, hands in his pockets, he wore 
that benign expression becoming to a 
convict who is behaving himself. 
A Bit Too Late. 

Inside the office, Detectives 
Hayias and Senff, of the homicide 
squad, walked toward him, slowly 
and cautiously, hoping to take their 
man without a struggle. But McKin- 
na recognized them. His hands flash- 
ed from his pocket—just a bit too 
late. Before he could fire, Hayias 
had Mike’s gunhand in a death grip. 

They took McKenna _ to~ Linder- 
man’s bedside at the hospital. 
“That’s the man who plugged me,” 
said the driver. ‘‘But make him put 
his hat on so I can be sure.” McKen- 
na did this. ‘‘You’d better be sure,” 
he remarked. 

Linderman cried out: “That’s the

man! I'll take my dying oath he’s 
the one!” 


Then the convict was led away. 


Linderman died August 7. The 
charges against McKenna and Powers 
were changed from robbery to mur- 
der. The two were indicted a week 
later and were committed to the 
Tombs to await trial. 

And now our violent tale jumps 
ahead to the afternoon of November 
3, 1926. 

Early on this momentous after- 
noon, six prisoner§ in the Tombs be- 
gan to groan and complain of fever

and pains. Among them were as des- 
perate a trio as one could find in any 
rogues’ gallery—McKenna of the 
fiery hai and ‘hot temper; Hyman 
Amberg, one of the murderers of 
Aaron Rodack, the “fighting jew- 
eler,” and Robert Berg, a former 
member of the Whittemore mob. 

Powers, also an inmate at 
time, was another of the sextet. 

Amberg wrote a note to Tombs 
Physician Perry M. Lichtenstein, beg- 
ging for medical attention. It was de- 
cided to take three at a time to the 
medical office. 

Keeper Cornelius Shea _ escorted 
McKenna, Berg and Amberg from 
their cells on the first tier to the main 
floor. As they walked they feigned 
illness cleverly enough to throw Shea 
completely off his guard. 

Nearing the physician’s office, 
which is only about twenty feet from 
the big iron gate on Centre street, the 
main entrance to the Tombs, the 
three prisoners suddenly whipped out

pistols and made a dash for the gate. 
Berg led the way, a gun in each hand. 
As he ran he shouted to Louis Lorch, 
the elderly keeper on guard there, to 
throw open the door. 

Lorch, a veteran of two wars and 
any number of prison breaks, had his 
hand on the huge steel key which 
was at the moment inserted in the 
lock: As the gunmen came toward 
him he calmly turned the key in the 
lock. 

‘Louis, you 
“open that door!” 

“You go to hell,” said Lorch. Then 
he dropped the key in his pocket and 
went into action himself. He was 
unarmed but he nonplussed the trio by 
running toward them instead of away 
from them. 

Warden Peter J. Mallon, in charge 
of the prison, started up from his 
desk in his office on the main floor. 
The door flung open. A volley of 
bullets. Mallon fell forward on his 
face. Lorch kept on going and es- 

caped. The prison was in an 
uproar. Lorch’s refusal to 
open the door frustrated the 
convicts’ plans but McKenna 
and his companions decided to 
do or die. 


The Guards Appear. 


Fearful of being cornered 

inside the building, the trio 

‘ rushed through a passage lead- 
ing to the prison yard, appar- 
ently hoping to intimidate the 
guards at the Lafayette street 
entrance into opening it for 
them. Neither guard was 
there. Jeremiah Murphy, or- 
dinarily on duty at the gate, 
had gone to the head keeper’s 
office, and Daniel O’Connor 
was inside the building. Both 
keepers had their keys with 
them. 

The yard is a 
space extending 
ette street from Leonard to 
Franklin streets. On the east 
of it rise the granite walls of 
the prison with rows of black 
bars marking the six tiers of 
cells topped by great chimneys 
and turrets. On the north, 
south and west of the yard are 
the walls of the yard, twenty- 
five feet high. Overlooking 
the yard are the criminal court 

building on the north, the Conklin 
building on the west and the Board 
of Transportation building on the 
south. 


McKenna, Amberg and Berg had 
hardly reached the coal pile when 
Keepers O’Connor and Murphy ap- 
peared. The guards had heard the 
shooting and had concluded that they 
ought to be at their posts. They ran 
from the prison building to a small 
wooden house inside the Lafayette 
street gate. The prisoners at once 
opened fire. 

One of the bullets caught O’Cor- 
nor in the side and he dropped to the 
ground outside of the gatehouse. Mur- 
phy got inside the door and began 
shooting, wounding Berg in the left 
side of the face. Then a bullet hit 
Murphy in the mouth and passed 
through his brain.

LOYD BENNETT’S 
death was illustrative of his 
whole life. Nothing could 
sto him. He always went 
Straight for his objective. He 

disregarded obstacles. His meek 
quiet exterior, so pronounced that in 
my contact with him he gave me the 
impression of suffering from an in- 
feriority complex, concealed not only 
tremendous ability, resourcefulness and 
sound judgment, but unshakable de- 
termination as well. 

So when the doctors told him he 
must not make this flight to rescue the 
Bremen fliers—that his physical con- 
dition would not permit it—he ignored 
their advice. He made the flight and 
died, though his death was not due to 
any miistake in his flying technique. 

But I think it was the kind of death 
he would have preferred. It was not 
so spectacular, perhaps, as if he had 
crashed, but on the other hand the 
tragedy is not marred by any suspicion 
that he had made a mistake—that he 
had shown bad flying judgment or had 
not been careful enough in his inspec- 
tion of the plane before taking off. It 
was his frail body that collapsed. 

Floyd Bennett was one of the great- 
est natural fliers | ever met. The first 
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ly knew what to make of him. He 
never spoke at all except when it was 
necessary, and yet managed to create 
the impression of being pleasant de- 
spite his continual silence.

Admiral Moffett called up Bolling 
Field one day and told us he had 
picked Floyd Bennett on the | recom- 
mendation of Commander Richard E. 
Byrd to go on the MacMillan expedi- 
tion to the arctic. He told.us that-the 
planes.to be used on this expedition 
were amphibians and that Bennett had 
no experience with land. planes. . He 
wanted me to fly with Bennett: in va- 
rious types of land planes ‘so as to 
give him that experience. 


Bennett appeared at Bolling Field 
the next day. He,was so quiet I hard- 


on my part and that it would be no 
nervous strain whatever. For here 
was % real natural flier. He knew the 
fee! of the stick. He instinctively, made 


the right move. I had flown consid- 


erably in flying boats as well as land 
planes, so it was a simple matter to 
point out te him the essential differ- 
ences in taking off, landing and in the 
general handling of the ship. 

Not only was he a naturat flier, but 
he knew his plane from propeller hub 
to tail skid mechanically. He always 
knew what was wrong, and why, and 
how to fix it. He had started as a 
mechanic—and he was a great me- 
chanic as well as a great natural flier. 

For cold nerve in the face of danger 
it was difficult to imagine his superior. 


- 


J} certainly got a real kick when | heard 
of how he was flying with Byrd up in 


the arctic and crawled forward against 
a below-zero gale to unscrew a Cap on 
the oil tank. You may remember that 
the instrument showed the pressure in 
the oil.tank was too high. They were 
flying over rough ice. To land would 
have meant instant death. To keep on 
flying was risking every moment the 
explosion of the oil tank, which also 
would have meant instant death. 

Bennett crawled out, clinging to the 
icy surface with one hand and two 
legs, and unscrewed the cap. He re- 
gained the cockpit in safety and saved 
Byrd’s life as well as his own. 

With all the admiration of the world 
for Commander Byrd, it is only justice 
to say that Bennett helped to make 
him. Of course, Byrd helped to make 
Bennett, too, for it was Byrd who 
picked Bennett out of his crew of me- 
chanics on board ship in the navy and 
started him as a pilot. 

It was Bennett who piloted Byrd’s 
plane on the MacMillan expedition. It 
was Bennett who flew Byrd’s machine 
over the north pole. It was Bennett 
who would have flown Byrd’s plane 
over the south pole if he had lived. 

[lam not underestimating Com. 
mander Byrd nor do I desire to take the 
slightest bit of credit away from him. 
He had that indispensable quality of 
genius, the ability to pick good men. 
He certainly picked a good one in Ben- 
nett. He picked another good one in 
Bernt Balchen, who made the flight tu 
rescue the Bremen fliers with Bennett. 
In further justice to Byrd, | want to 
say that all his men, and Bennett in 
particular, admired him extravagantly 
and were intensely loyal to him. 

Bennett never pushed himself. As 
a boy up in Warrensburg, in Warren 
county, New York, where he was born. 
he became interested in automobiles, 
and particularly in automobile engines. 
His thoroughness was demonstrated 
even then. Instead of being satisfied 
with finding out what he could do in 
the garage where he got his first jeb, 
he went to to an automobile school. It 
was not long before he owned a ga- 
rage and embarked on a business ca- 
teer which might have led to pros- 
perity. 

rhe war-came, however, and. in 
1917 he enlisted in the navy. Because 
of his experience he was assigned to 
naval aviation, where he remained as a 


~~“mechanic until nearly two years after 


the war .was- over. 
tis apparently slow. progress was 
due, I think, to the fact that he was a 


singularly impressive person. He never

about airplanes, but had it not been 
for Byrd he perhaps would have con- 
tinued merely a good airplane’ me- 
chanic and unknown pilot. 

That is where Byrd’s genius demon- 
strated itself. Byrd recognized the in- 
telligence and ability of this mechanic 
who was working under him. And in 
1920, as a result largely of Byrd’s in- 
terest, Bennett learned to fly. 

When this quiet but pleasant 
came over to Bolling Field | must con- 
fess to a slight feeling of curiosity and 
perhaps a slight prejudice against him. 
It seemed a curious thing to me that 
the navy had picked a man for this 
terribly important flight which might 
make history not only for aviation, but 
for geography as well, who had never 
flown a land plane. It seemed to me 
that there were plenty of men familiar 
with both land and sea planes. 

So I was in a “‘show-me”’ frame of 
mind when Bennett walked into my 
oftice, and my skepticism was increas- 
ed by his appearance and attitude. |

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got the impression then that he was 
suffering from an inferiority complex,

Before we had been in the air five 
minutes, however, | knew that Byrd 
and the navy had picked an ideal man 
for the job. I never had to touch my 
dual controls. He always knew what 
to do. In the days that followed he 
flew in every type of machine we had, 


ranging from the big Martin bombers 


with 800 horsepower down to the tiny 


Sperry messengers with only sixty 
horsepower. He flew one type as well 
as the other. 

While he scarcely spoke except 
when spoken to, he emanated reliabil- 
ity, and after the first few instructions 
as to the difference of land machines 
from those to which he was accustom- 
ed he needed no further aid from me. 

There are a many aviators 
whose great number of hdurs in the air 
mean little. In the 
speak of them merely as “covering 
miles.”’ After they have learned 
Straight flying—how to take off and 
how to land—they stop learning. The 
rest of their flying is more or less per- 
functory. Bennett was not that type 
of flier. He was learning all the time 
and getting better and better. 

Of course, it is the spectacular 
things such as his crawling out to fix 
that oil tank, that grip the imagina- 
tion.

He was cited by the navy depart- 
ment for his work on the MacMiilan 
expedition, but when he | returned 
from the north pole trip he was awar¢- 
ed both the Distinguished Service 
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Medal and the Congressional Medai of 
Honor. 

Early this year Bernt Balchen told 
me of how he and Bennett hoped to 
go to Canada or northern New York 
and get some practice with the various 
types of skis. They were not sure 
whether wooden or metal shis would 
be the best for the antartic expedition. 
And with the careful and detailed prep- 
aration which is characteristic of all of 
Byrd’s expedntions, they were to de- 
termine by actually experimenting 
which type was best for the forthcom- 
ing south pole flight. 

Balchen was not quite sure whether 
Bennett would be well enough to do 
this rigorous work. And | wonder if 
Bennett really was? 

In my mind it was his indomitable 
will, so characteristic of the man, forc- 
ing himself to do things so he would be 
a reat aid to Byrd instead of a possible 
handicap.

He had tast- 
ed the fruit of successful achievement 
and won for himself undying fame. 

Characteristic of the man, his last 
conscious act was a smile at the chief 
he had twice accompanied to the arc- 
tic, and whom he would have accom- 
panied to the antarctic on another his- 
tory-making expedition had his life 
been spared another year.

Almost 
the only thing in the European tra- 
dition that Americans have preserv- 
ed is theology, which is held to be 
not inconsistent with machines. 
Europe, on the other hand, is im- 
pregnated with habits derived from 
feudalism and monasticism. Belief 


_j@ tradition and historic continuity 1s 


¢onnected with feudalism, while be- 
lief in art and disinterested learning is 
connected with monasticism. Sensi- 
tive Europeans suffer because the 
modern world is intolerant of such 
values. In America, likewise, one 


meets men with this kind of sensi- 
tiveness, but they are fewer and they 
generally retire to Paris. The whole 
movement of American life, apart 
from these rare exceptions, is toward 
something that can be achieved and 
that is felt to be important. 

For my part I find my reactions to 
this situation somewhat contradic- 
tory; while my feelings are those of a 
European, my beliefs are on the 
whole on the side of America. The 
things that I instinctively value are 
things for which America has _ little 
use; they are such things as theoret- 
ical science, art, enjoyment of beauty, 
lyric love and historic continuity. | 
find it very difficult tobe enthusiastic 
about plans for making two automo- 
biles grow wheré one grew before;

countryside is improved by the smell 
of gasoline. But when I try to take 
an objective view, I perceive that 
America must be judged not by what 
Il like but by what Americans like. The 
civilization that they are producing 
does, so far as I can judge, produce 
a higher level of average happiness 
than has ever existed before in the 
history of the world. 

The chief question in my mind Is 
whether American succcess is psycho- 
logically permanent. The. economic 
prosperity of America is due, of 
course, very largely to her natural 
resources, but also to Puritanism. 
This is eVident when one compares 
what the Spaniards made of Latin 
America with what the Puritans made 
of the United States, for in Latin 
America the natural resources 
are very great. Puritanism taught 
men to forego present pleasure for a 
future reward; originally this reward 
was to be in another life, but the 
habits of discipline which had been 
generated survived when the reward 
sought became affluence in old age. 
The Puritans’ power of resisting the 
solicitations of present pleasure was 
a vital factor in causing those habits 
of saving required to produce the 
capital needed for industrialism. 

There was also another way in 
which Puritanism operated. Religions 
which condemn the pleasures of sense 
drive men to seek the pleasures of 
power; throughout history power has 
been the vice of the ascetic. Amer- 
ican civilization is built more than 
any previous Civilization upon the 
will to power, more especially power 
over the material environment. As 
Puritanism decays in America, is to 
be expected that men will-be less con- 
tent with power and more’ anxious 
for the other pleasures that wealth 
can buy; whn that happens the me- 
chanical civilization will grow at once 
less successful and less satisfying. 

Some of the same sort happened 
in the Italy of the Renaissance. The 
business men who built up Italian 
prosperity in the twelfth and _ thir- 
teenth centuries were Puritans of the 
American type; on this ground they 
were persecuted by both pope and 
emperor, who agreed on nothing else. 
With Boccaccio one enters upon a 
new atmosphere of easy-going hedon- 
ism, and from that time onward rich 
Italians devoted themselves_more to 
enjoying life than to augmenting 
their wealth, with the result that in 


the end the wealth disappeared, and 
the enjoyment of life along with it. 

It is very difficult to preserve a 
tradition of stern moral discipline in 
an atmosphere of great material pros- 
perity, and it remains to be seen 
whether the discipline . which a me- 
chanical civilization demands can be 
preserved without theological sanc- 
tions. I sincerely hope that. it can, 
but if this is to be done it will be

necessary to create and teach in early 
youth an ethic which shall be wholly 
of this world and yet not too soft 
and self-indulgent. 

The practical basis of such an 
ethic should be, | think a more Civ- 
ilized conception both of happiaess 
and pleasure than one is likely to 
find in the atmosphere of decaying 
Puritanism. Ascetic morality con- 
demns all pleasure alike and _ thus 
leads all who are not saints to seek 
the grosser pleasures rather than 
those that have some refinement and 
aesthetic or moral value, since the 
grosser pleasures are more easily 
concealed from the stern eye of the 
moralist. And under a Puritan re- 
gime happiness as well as_ pleasure 
tends to be sought in anything that 
the Puritan condemns. 

True happiness is not, in fact, to 
be obtained through a life of gross in- 
dulgence, nor without a certain con- 


sistency and self-discipline in action. ° 


It is not very difficult to make this 
fact plain to the young through ap- 
peals to their ambition, but it cannot 
be done by means of prohibitions, the 
theological reason for which is no 
longer wins the same belief as it 
once did. Educational reformers 
have perhaps been a little too much 
inclined to rely upon the pupil’s own 
impulse as contrasted with the dis- 
ciple of habit formation. 

This covers perhaps the most inter- 
esting part of the psychological de- 


velopment of the child, but it does 


not suffice to generate certain dull 
virtues which are nevertHeless essen- 


tial to the success of a machine Civ- 
ilization. | am_ thinking of such 
things as punctuality, exactitude and 
faithfulness to obligations under- 
taken. Such things are best acquired 
as habits in youth and continued in 


later life with the unquestioning auto- 
matism that habit produces, but no 
educational system can be regarded 
as satisfactory unless it succeeds in 
generating the modes of behavior re- 
quired for a cooperation in a ma- 
chine civilization. 

If education can successfully tackle 
this problem the optimism of Amer- 
ica may continue indifinitely; but if 
not, there is a risk that with the 
break-down of Puritanism men may 
cease to value certain . good things 
which it has produced as an _  accli- 
dental by-product and may, _ there- 
fore, cease to be happy in the civili- 
zation that they have taken such 
pains to produce. 

I do not expect this result, for I 
have a great belief in the strength of 
the constructive impulse in America. 
But there is a danger, and it cannot 
be met unless those who have serious 
purposes in life can learn to divorce 
them from an outworn tradition and 
from an attempt to bully and coerce 
the young into outward acceptance of 
conventional standards which in their 
hearts they reject. The creation of 
a rationalist ethic is the great need of 
our time. 
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EGG RECIPES 


Marrowed Eggs. 


Fill a casserole an inch and a halt 
deep with concentrated soup stock. 
Break four eggs into it and baste wir 
the hot stock. Add a cup of wild 
or brown rice and put plenty of part- 
ly cooked bone marrow over the top. 
Bake in a medium oven for fifteen 
to twenty minutes. For the gourmet 
with special sensitivities, grease. indi- 
vidual casserole with marrow, add the 
egg and marrow well on top. Add 
nothing else. (1 once knew a man 
who would not permit this dish to be 
defiled with even salt, although he de- 
manded always a sprinkling of pep- 
percorn, which he ground over the 
egg himself, lest the pepper might be 
stale on reaching it.) 


Prune-Egg Whip. 

This is a most appetizing use of 
raw eggs. Beat two raw eggs, add a 
third as much whipped cream. To 
one pint of milk add concentrated 
prune juice sweetened with honey. 


Put the liquid in a bowl and fold in 
the beaten eggs and cream. If sher- 
ry ts to be had use it instead of the 
prune juice, so that the latter may 
not override the former. Perhaps 
it would be best in the case of sherry 
to leave out the honey altogether. 
This makes a nourishing cold drink 
of unusual palatability. Nutmeg 
sprinkled over the top. will enhance 
all the ingredients.

The outfielder isn’t so busy as the 
pitcher, catcher or first baseman but 
his function in the field requires alert- 
ness and ability when his turn comes.

courtesy. 

We now enter by a deep archway 
into a fine courtyard, with a water- 
bason in its midst.
